Document Dl discloses (cf • figures 2 and 3) a: 

carrier tool (1) for cutting plates (4) in a 
cutting tool, the cutting plate (4) adjoining at 
least one plate seat wall in the cutting tool 
(1), fine adjustment elements for adjusting the 
position of the cutting plate (4) being provided, 
the fine adjustment element consisting of a 
rotatable adjustment bolt (14) having an outer 
surface configured as a conical surface (8), the 
conical surface (8) foxming a plate seat wall, 
the adjustment bolt (14) being arranged in a 
guide hole (14) extending at an angle to the 
plate seat wall. 

The subject matter of claim 1 is therefore not novel 
(PCT Article 33 (2) ) . 

Docximent Dl also discloses a tool (cf , figures 2 
and 3) having the features of dependent claims 2-4, 6 
and 7. The subject matter of these claims is 
therefore not novel. 
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3.1 Dependent claims 5 and 8 concern minor stiructural 

modifications of the tool as per claim 1 which would 
be straightforward for a person skilled in the art, 
especially since the resulting advantages are readily 
foreseeable. Consequently, the subject matter of 
claims 5 and 8 also lacks an inventive step. 
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
